PRINCIPLE OF THE PRESENT CONTEST. 


—— 
Brrone we proceed to enter into those discugsions about 
Peace and War, for which there will be time enough here- 
alter, and which we cannot but think pretnature at pre- 
scnt, we wish to say something on the question of principle 
as it regards the contest with Bonararts. The Editor is 
ihe more partitutar on this head; not-only becatse to un- 
derstand the principle of the cotitest is lo get-at it's real 
polities both for action and negociation, but because there 
are some persuts, for whose opinion he entertains the 
highest respect, who say that they carinot go su far a’ he 
does in. thinking the political morality of Bonararre infe- 
rior to that of the Allies: 

The Editor is still meré ready to meet this apparent dif- 
ference of opinion, because he knows the entire honesty of 
the quartet from which it proceeds, and feels that the sin- 
cerity of whatever he may say, whether fer or against the 
Allies, will be justly appreciated in it’s turn,—a coinfort, 
by the way, of no ordinzry description; for if you do not 
zo all lengihs with most peuple, you might as well not stir 
an inch; the knavish affect to shake their heads at you, 
and the foolish du shake them, as if they suspected every 
word that yon uttered; aod in the space of a Sunday 
morning, according to the different opinions of those who 
read you, you shall find yourself at one aud the same time 
in luve with Bonaparte and too hard with him, unjust to 
the Ministers but too kind to them, and a staunch adherent 
to Franee, with a ridiculous passion fur your ative 
country. 

The persons, ‘who differ with us in the present instance, 
do not defend Bonaranre for himself, They give up bis 
outrages and ambition, bis iniquitous seizure of Spain, and 
bis attempt to make himself master of Eurepe; but they 
contend that the Allied Princes io resisting him and endea: 
vouring te put» him dewn; are actuated solely by self, 
interest, and not out of any regard for principles and fur 
proofs of their assertion, they refer us to the coaduct, 

Of Russia, in her alliances with as well as against France, 
in her robbery of ‘Prussia when falleo, her approval of the 
French deings io Spain, and her seizure of Finland ;— 

of Autria, i in her original measures against France, her 
family connections with Bunaranre, and ber bane consent 
to join against Russia i— 

OF Prussia, in her sbasdonment of Austria, her seizure 
of Hanover from aa ally, her-mesaness ia disavowing the 
defection vf her: rws, ae in ber mbole policy 5— 
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Of Sweden, in her retent iniquitous attempt upon Norway, 
and in the former life of the Crown Paince j—and lastly, 

Of England herself, in India, in South America, on the 
high seas, and at Copenhagen, 

In all this, they say, they ate quite at a Ivss to discover 
any thing but a short-sighted interest ;—and till Bonarante 
gives up all pretensions to Spain aud every other nacigh- 
bouring country,—till Russia renounces Finland and ber 
schemes upon Turkey,—till Austria acts justly towards her 
own dependents, amovg whom there are many just grounds 
of complaint, —till Prussia makes what reparation she can 
for her base cothpliances and seizurcs,—till Sweden acts 
honestly by Denimark,—till Eugland also does justice to 
Denmark, and becomes more moderate in her maritime 
pretensions;—and till Poland be re-instated as a distinct 
power,—* till all this, or at least some of this be done, 
they shall be compelled, they believe, to think that there 
is not a jet of priaciple among ang of the Belligerents, 
Spain excepted,—and ¢vea she has been acting a vile pact 
hy her South American colonies.” 

Now these, it must be confessed, make a formidable ca- 
talogue of offences; and the charges are not only well- 
founded, as all the world knows, but have unfortunately 
been repeated with great bitterness by the Allied Powers 
themselves, as may be seen at the close of this article ia 
some documents extracted for our conviction *, Our 
conviction on the subject, however, is of long standing, and 
we regret that any wbhservation we have made on the lale 
victury should be subject to misconception respecting it. 
The passage puinted ‘out to us as affording an ambiguous 
construction, is the following in our last Sunday's paper :— 

‘* Bosarparnte was not found wanting in military ta- 
lents as long as he had nothing but selfishoess and a want 
of principle against him:—he has now got public spirit 
and principle agaiost him: his temper is soured and his 
betier genius set alt nuught by these new obstacles; and 
see what his military talents become io the comparison.” 

Now it is possible, but we think barely sv, that an infe- 
rence might be drawn from ‘this passage, of an entire 
change of principle aud intention on the part of the Allied 
Sovereigns. We say entir ause some change we cer- 
tainly did mean to be inferred, but ouly so far as adver- 
sity and aecessity had produced it,—two very great as- 
sisters of virtue. Ovr meaging was this ;—firsily and 
chiefly; that Bowaracre, particularly since his outrage on 
Spain, baving falleu intu the vice of the old Sovereigns,

Such was the 
result of the glorious restlessness of Howarn: such will be 
the consequence of the noble perseverance of Sir Samues 
Romitty. 

Let this serve im exense for a failing which he has ia 
common with many god men; but who, even if it were 
inexcusable, could be base evough to put it in competition 
with his sumerous excellencies, Take hin merely asa 
speaker,—he is not only superior to his brother lawyers, 
bitt, with two or three exceptions, tu any debater in the 
House. Though confessedly one of the most learned of 
his profession, he is the only ove who never manifests any 
of its pedantry : he descants on legal subjects with the wis-
